LARGEST ONE-DAY SHIPMENT 


IN HISTORY OF FRUIT EXCHANGE 


Eastern Market Supplied With 3(6 Cars of Or 


anges on Thursday. Fear Voiced by Mar- 


ket Experts That Prices Will Slump 


if Trade Is Too Well Supplied. 


The largest shipment of 
oranges 


that has ever left Southern California 
in one day in the history of shipping 
through the California Fruit Growers' 
Exchange, was that of Thursday of this 
week, 316 cars. Prices being received 
are good. But a very cogent reason 
for calling a halt is found by General 
Manager B. A. Woodford, who says 
that such shipments will certainly glut 
the market, and that another bad 
slump will result unless the associa- 
tions cut down the shipments and 
spread the oranges over a longer per- 
iod. 


While it is a fact that the growers 


are always made anxious at this time 
of the year through fear that the fruit 
will drop on the ground and be lost It 
is especially urged by association ship- 
pers that they hold the fruit and suf- 
fer a small percentage of dropping 
rather than spoil the^ eastern market 
altogether, as seems to be the peril 
that now confronts the orange market 
conditions. 
A fact comes to mind 


also, that the growers of Covina have 
never suffered materially in the ulti- 
mate receipts from crops by holding 
the fruit, as the steady prices thus ob- 
tained have more than made up for 
the percentage of dropped fruit. A 
very timely article which the growers 
are urged to read is printed by the 
Argus here, taken from the Redlands 
Facts under the date .of March 13 It 
is a£ foliar-:: ::.:

The pkcking house meu in Red- 


lands and all over the orange growing 
section are crying "help." They want 
deliverance from the clamor of the 
grower, that he be allowed to rush in 
his fruit. 


The market is good and the growers 


all want their fruit picked and ship- 


75 more cars each day than the mar 
ket can assimilate. 


There is a splendid demand for our 


navel oranges. From all parts of the 
country there is a'call for this golden 
combination of sunshine and liquid 
sweetness. The East, the Middle West 
Canada, even down in Dixie land are 
they asking for our fruits, Probably 
the total consumption without break 
ing the market perceptibly may be es 
timated at from 250 to 275 carloads pei 
day—from all Southern California—a 
magnificent lot of fruit. What a great 
bunch of money that will bring to 
Southern California if we but keep 
our heads. 


But what will be the result if we 


send out not 250 or 275 carloads a da} 
for the next month, but 325 or 350 
cars? What is the answer? You know 
it, Mr. Grower, and Mr. Packer. A 
slump in prices, a break in the market 
which can not be repaired at this 
stage of the game. 


So the situation resolves itself into 


this: Is it better to get splendid prices 
for nine-tenths of one's fruit, and let 
the other tenth drop on the ground, 
or to ship wildly and heavily, break 
the market and get but little more 
than expense for any of it? 


There isn't a grower in Southern 


California—and the salvation of the 
year's business depends as much on 
other communities as it does on Red- 
la.pchb* ,V&9.;carm$.t .'far Vetton "afto'itd'to 
moderate his" shipments than to* see 
the market slump disastrously. 


Knowing the situation will we here 


in Redlands- act sanely and wisely? 


And will other parts of the orange 


district do the same? 


Manager W. M. Griswold of the Co- 


vina Fruit Exchange said yesterday 


heavy shipments lies the greatest peril 
of this year. To glut the market at 
this time means just as sure a break 
as the scant shipments up to this time 
meant the creation of the splendid 
market which has come. That old law 
of supply and demand which we learn- 
ed something of when we studied poli- 
:ical economy, is working on the job 
just the same as it was during the 
last six weeks when the present excel- 
lent demand for California navel or- 
anges was created. 


And this is written, and this sug- 


gestion that shipments be not forced 
s made with the fullest realization of 
:he fact that this year's crop is the 
heaviest ever; that the fruit is very 
ripe and is dropping; that there is 
danger of more or less puff with the 
Doming of the warm, sunny days; that 
t almost breaks the grower's heart 
to go out in his orchard these morn- 


— -.-- 
a of some of the 


fruit before picking, is a problem that 
confronts the shipper more or less 
each year, but that this year the ques- 
tion is put up more strongly on ac- 
count of the fact that the season is 
about six weeks earlier than last year. 
Navels shipped well up until as late 
as June last year. Nothing like this 
can be expected this year, and al- 
though the season is earlier, the asso- 
ciations still have about one-half of 
the navel crop to ship. 


"This question is that of the irre- 


sistable force coming against the im- 
movable body.T said Mr. Griswold. 
The manager went on to say that some 
of the ranchers were justly anxious 
about their fruit, as it was dropping 


j somewhat, while there was a great

Long 


standing Bill, He Makes Scene 


in Local Court. 


Among other things,. Justice of tlu 


Peace Wells has qualified as an ex 
pert on house painting. It was onlj 
after a strenuous session in his cour 
Wednesday night that the justice con 
sented to become the last authoritj 
on such a question, but he was oftl 
cially forced into it by an action 
brought by C. H. Kistler, local paint 
er, against Morris Herwitz of Charte 
Oak, who owed Kistler for a painting 
job, according to the civil complaint 


Kistler claimed that the sum o

Herwitz claimed afterward' 
that a part of the painting was no 
as per contract. On Wednesday Her 
witz came to Covina in a horse and 
buggy. An attachment had been made 
against this same outfit by Kistlei 
some time before, and when'the prop 
erty arrived conveniently in the vil 
lage, Constable Saunders secured i 
and caused the owner to walk back to 
his ranch. 


On Wednesday night Herwitz threat 


ened dire things against the complain 
ant, against the justice and all others 
concerned, and punctuated his argu 
ments with vociferous gesticulations 
The result of the controversy was a 
visit by Justice Wells on Thursday to 
the Herwitz home, where he agreei 
with the rancher that a part of the 
painting on a cement house had wash 
ed off, and was therefore not as guar 
anteed. Justice Wells deducted the 
sum of $25 from the original bill as 
sued for, and found judgment for the 
complainant in the sum of $103.50.

SANTE FE TRAINS IN HEAD-ON 


COLLISION AT G R A V E L PIT 


NEAR GLENDORA. 


Operator at San Dimas Forgets For 


Two Minutes—Only a Few Are 


Seriously Injured. 


Automobiles and teams from Co- 


vina made a quick run to the scene 
of the railroad accident on the Santa 
Fe tracks at Glendora Wednesday 
morning, and the air was filled with 
excitement. The first intimation that 
an accident had occurred came through 
a telephone for physicians and sur- 
geons, which were later found not to 
be needed. 


Failure of B. B. Jones, a telegrapher 


at San, Dimas, to deliver a "side-track" 
order is the cause to which is attribut- 
ed a head-on collision 
Wednesday 


morning at Gravel Pit curve on the 
Santa Pe, two miles from San Dimas 
railroad station. Trains No. 41 and 
42 of the local division came together, 


__seriously injuring two members of the 
' 'train crew and slightly injuring nine 


passengers. The locomotives of both 
trains were wrecked, and the combina- 
tion baggage and^mail cars demolish- 
ed. 


Gravel Pit curve, where the trains 


crashed, is one of the most dangerous 
spots on the local division of the Santa 
Fe. Railroad officials fear it. A per- 
manent order was issued some time 
ago for all engineers to slow down 
when 
approaching 
or passing 
the 


•curve. The curve is shielded on one 
side by a high range of hills, and little 
leeway or viewway ahead is permitted 
the engineer in rounding it. 


That more passengers were not ser- 


iously and probably fatally injured is 
due primarily to this slow-up order. 
The trains were progressing at slow 
speed when the collision occurred, No. 
41 having practically come to a stop. 


FIRST TO SCENT PERIL. 


The members of the engine crews 


were the first to scent the danger 
ahead, and immediately jumped for 
safety. Engineer Tom Welch of the 
west-bound train, stopped long enough, 
however, to throw on the brakes, and 
had not cleared the cab, when the 
giant locomotives crashed 
together. 


He was hurled to the side of the tracks 
and showered with wreckage. He was 
cut about the head, back, and his body 
was bruised. He also sustained a 
strained back. He was placed aboard 
a relief train, and hurried to San Di- 
mas. 
After receiving medical atten- 


tion, he was sent to his home in San 
Bernardino. 


The escape of Mail Clerk O'Leary 


from the wrecked combination bag- 
gage and mail ear is marvelous. He 
was sorting mail in the car attached 
to the west-bound train,. totally ob- 
livious to the impending danger. He 
was in the act of dumping a bunch of 
letters into an open sack, when he was 
shot through space, and found himself 
rolled up like a ball in the corner of 
his car. 
He was but semi-conscious, and, ow- 


ing to the particular manner in which 
the wreckage jammed, he was held a 
prisoner. With the 
return of con- 


sciousness, however, he started to tear 
a hole with his bare fingers, in the 
wall of wood. He was fast weakening 
through loss of blood, but with as- 
sistance from members of the train 
crew, managed to pull himself through 
a small hole in the meshwork of tim- 
bers to safety. 


O'Leary was later moved to the 


Santa Fe hospital, where it was found 
that he was suffering from severe 
shock, a wrenched shoulder, and num- 
erous bruises about the head, should- 
ers and limbs. 


SHOWERED WITH GLASS. 


Despite the fact that there were

Planada, in Merced County, is Build- 


ing Rapidly on Modern Lines and 


Models. 


A "city beautiful," laid down on 


lines approved by modern civic im- 
provement societies, its streets radiat- 
ing from a common center, its build- 
ings uniform in beauty and following 
a general architectural scheme—such 
will be the new city of Planada, just 
begun in Merced county, California, 
nine miles east of Merced on the San- 
ta Fe railroad. 


J. Harvey McCarthy, president of 


the Pioneer 
Investment 
and Trust 


Company, heads the recently organiz- 
ed Planada 
Development Company, 


composer of prominent Los Angeles 
financiers, which is carrying out the 
extensive plans in the new city build- 
ing project. 


Extensive improvement work will 


be commenced within the next few 
days, and it is stated by the company 
that fifty teams will be at work on the 
property within a week. 


There will be no saloons at Planada. 


The city will be dry from the start, 
and will be unique in this respect, as 
this is probably the first, town ever 
built in California which started out 
with the temperance idea.

KILL OFF THE WEEDS. 


MAKER OF BOOKS. 


Baltimore's Method of Removing Them 


From Her Streets. 


Weeds along the roadside, in streets 


and unused corners arc eyesores to 
any town and should be destroyed as 
soon as possible to prevent them from 
spreading. 


The street cleaning department of 


Baltimore has been using a weed kill- 
er which in efficiency and promptness 
is all that can be expected, as is claim- 
ed, though the owner of a flock of 
ducks which were allowed to run at 
large and forage in the gutters of a 
certain section thinks It is too "kill- 
ing," since every duckling who came 
in contact with the mixture was de- 
stroyed, to the indignation of the own- 
er, who claims so dangerous a mixture 
should not be used. The liquid is de- 
scribed as a mixture of bicarbonate of 
soda and arsenic. A 20 per cent solu- 
tion of the two chemicals is diluted 
with forty times Us bulk of water, and 
the weeds to be killed are sprayed 
with the mixture. 
If the weeds are 


very high they are mowed down first. 


The liquid is applied over the ground, 


and the roots are destroyed. 
The 


street cleaning people say without such 
a composition it would be impossible. 
except at great expense, to remove 
weeds from the streets and that as it 
is used only in solution there is no 
danger of humans getting any of it. 
Of course chickens or ducks roaming 
at large might drink some of the water 
leaking from the street sprinklers. The 
health department comes to the con- 
clusion, therefore, that the mixture may 
be continued in use. If its composition 
is given right it may be worth know- 
ing.—Gardening.

AGGREGATIONS AT AUDITORIUM 


UNDER PROF. GROOM GIVE 


CONCERT. 


Steady 
Improvement 
in 
Ensemble 


W«rk and Girls' Glee Club Is Be- 


coming a Feature. 


A packed house heard the concert 


at the auditorium on Wednesday even- 
ing by the orchestras, band, and glee 
club of the Covina Union High School. 
Each year the music of the schools 
gains because of the steady applica- 
tion which has been made by the 
scholars, not only in the high school, 
but the grammar grades, and this 
rudimentary study of music is having 
its effect already on the ones who 
graduate from the institutions. Prof. 
R. W. Groom, who has charge of the 
music in all the schools of the Covina 
district, has succeeded in making the 
music 
composite, 
embracing many 


branches of the work, so that, at the 
present time, he has a junior orches- 
tra, made up of grammar school boys 
and girls, a big orchestra composed of 
high school scholars with a sprinkling 
of adults and teachers, a high school 
brass band, and a girls' glee club. 


The concert on Wednesday night 


brought out one fact very forcibly, 
and that is that the school is the pro- 
per place (the public school) to teach 
the fundamentals in music, as well as 
in other branches in learning. 
The 


boys and girls read and execute diffi- 
cult passages of music with an ease 
that is only acquired in the adult by 
long and arduous application. The mu- 
sic of the two numbers, a march and a 
gavotte, composed by Prof. Groom for 
the junior orchestra, was of a simple 
nature, giving the young people 
a 


chance to bring out what has been 
taught them. Wagner's march in Tan- 
hauser, the first number for the senior 
orchestra, was rendered in a stately 
manner, and many of the important 
places of climax were brought out 
with good vigor. An orchestra compos- 
ed of young pupils with elementary 
training, is, of necessity, weak, but 
the volume is kept well within the 
bounds of harmony, which is a tribute 
to the difficult work performed by 
Prof. Groom, the teacher and instruct- 
or. 


Glenn Leisure, in his solo for cor- 


net, "Love Eyes," by Zamecuik, pro- 
duced a beautiful tone, which is one 
of the difficult things in the first mas- 


•• tery of this instrument, and his execu- 


tion, although not shown in this song, 
is very good and dependable. 
Leisure 


shows decided talent, and rightly holds 
a prominent position in the various 
musical organizations of the school.

It is a well known fact that soils 


derived front granite, mica-schist, sand- 
stones, etc., such as our soil in the 
San Gabriel valley is generally com- 
posed of, is very deficient in LIME, 
especially 
AVAILABLE 
LIME, 
and 


.hat such soils are greatly benefitted 
jy applying Ijme in SOLUBLE form. 
Dr. Wheeler l?as especially shown this 
n his treatise on "The Liming of 
Soils." 
He also shows very conclu- 


sively that the old method of deter- 
nining the lime in the soil by using 
strong hydrochloric acid and boiling 
for a long period does not represent 
the available lime in the soil.' As to 
this method of analyzing he says in 
U. S. Bulletin 77: "It is possible" that 
a soil may contain considerable quan- 
tities of lime thus removable by acid, 
and yet in actual practice show much 
benefit from liming because sufficient 
carbonate of lime is not present in the 
soil. It is due to the continual remov- 
al of carbonate of lime by crops and 
leaching. 
Often some carbonate re- 


mains, but it is too much enclosed by 
other materials to be sufficiently ac- 
tive to prevent acidity and to insure 
the 
proper changes in the organic 


matter." 


We want to call your attention to 


what he says about available lime be- 
ing taken out of the soil by "cropping 
and leaching." Prof. Hillman has found 
that where the soil contained 
suffi- 


cient available lime, that a carload of 
oranges contains 115 pounds of lime. 
It will also be remembered that the 
evergreen orange tree consumes and 
throws 
off 
several times as 
much 


lime as the fruit. 


We perhaps lose more soluble lime 


by leaching than by any other process. 
The strong tendency of lime is to go 
downward. 
It never returns to the 


surface. The heavy rains and contin- 


j ual irrigating is leaching the soil of 
lime and constantly taking it out of 
the reach of the roots. Especially is 
this true where there is a strata, of 
sand or gravel a few feet from the 
surface, which is the case with most 
of our soils.

phoric acid, potassia, lime, magnesia, 
iron and nitrogen compounds, but must 
also consider the fineness or coarse- 
ness of the divisions of the nutritive 
materials and their SOLUBILITY in 
diluted organic acids. 
But the writer 


must add that there is another import- 
ant 
factor in ;he valuation of soils, 


and that is the ratio of the easily as- 
similable amounts of lime and magne- 
sia in the finer particles. 
Many at- 


tacks have been made upon the use 
of analysis of soils for the purpose of 
valuation, but this opposition can only 
relate to certain 
analyses, such ;;.s 


made in the OLD M E T H O D of treat- 
ing tin- soil with CONCENTRATED 
H Y D R O C H L O R I C ACID. Such analy- 
ses will not show exactly the amount 
of 
nutrients 
AVAILABLE 
for 
the 


next crop. . . . Every farmer ought to 
know the ratio of the EASILY AS- 
SIMILABLE portion of lime to mag- 


nesia in his soil, as with such know- 
ledge he can tell when liming is 
needed and if magnesian limestone 
will prove injurious. 
Soils with too 


much magnesia are more to he feared 
than those with too little." 


The roots of a tree can only take 


up lime that is easily dissolved such 
as gypsum, which is soluble in water 
and when plenty of soluble lime is 
used as gypsum, Dr. Loew says it 
makes "a dense forest of root hairs," 
while with an excess of magnesia \hey 
are almost barren. The use of a solu- 
ble lime freely, greatly increases the 
root feeding system by this forest of 
fine root hairs." 


A person does not need to be a scien- 


tist and chemist, and soil engineer to 
understand that no soil can possibly 
go through such a process as is rep- 
resented by boiling the soil ten hours 
in concentrated hydrochloric acid. It 
would be impossible for the tree to 
live under such conditions, but this is 
the way Prof. Norton'determines the 
lime in the soil. Prof. Snowden has 
evidently given the EXTREME TEST 
of AVAILABLE lime in 
our 
soils 


when he uses 7.7 per cent solution of 
hydrochloric acid in boiling the soil 
one-half minute. Our soil never gets 
so hot as this two or three feet down, 
even for half a minute, and no such 
acid in quantities and strength as is 
used in analyzing, even by Prof. Snow- 
den. We could be safer in concluding 
that we even have less available lime 
than Dr. Snowden represents than to 
say there was more, as the eminent 
professors say. 


We must be sure on this question 


of available lime and we cannot afford 
to take chances nor listen to the ad- 
vice of those who say "we have plenty 
of lime but don't know if it is avail- 
able," especially when it is a well 
known fact that lime is such an es- 
sential and indispensable element in 
the soil. 


Another i'em of great importance is 


shown by Dr. Snowden in the Thirty- 
seventh 
Fruit 
Growers' 
Convention, 


and that is that magnesia renders the 
carbonate of lime practically INSOLU- 
BLE, while it does not affect the sol- 
ubility of the sulphate of lime (gypsum t 
beyond 
0.;; of 
its 
solubility." 
This 


is vital, as the large amount of mag- 
nesia in our soils is rendering our 
carbonate of lime in the soil insoluble, 
hence the greater importance of put- 
ting sulphate of lime, or GYPSUM, on 
freely each year.
